assassination of Dr. King and Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy. But it’s farther 
than many skeptics expected. 

Committee investigators advanced 
the theory that the mysterious 
“Raoul” frequently mentioned by 
James Eari Ray, the convicted killer 
of Dr. King, might actually have been 
one of Mr. Ray's two brothers, or a 
composite of them. John and Jerry 
Ray denied any involvement in the as- 
sassination, or in a bank robbery that 
some authorities - suspect financed 
their brother’s flight from the United 
States. Similarly, the committee was 
also unable to prove that two St. Louis 
businessmen, now dead, had put a 
$50,000 price on Dr. King’s head. 

In these instances and others, how- 


ever, the committee managed to enter 
into the official record reports that had 
circulated unofficially for years, and 
such exposure was partly the point. 
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
